BliRTIE  BROOKS  LEWIS,  being  duly  sworn  according 
to  law,  deposes   -nd  says  that  she  is  the  daughter  of  the  late 
Rev.  John  Eenry  Brooks,  who  died  In  the  City  of  Washington  in 
1925.    Deponent  avers  of  her  own  knowledge  that  her  father 
spent  most  of  his  life  in  the  City  of  Washington,  and  from  state- 
ments made  by  him  to  her  she  avers  that  he  was  a  resident  there 
in  the  year  1861,  at  which  time  he  was  a  teamster,  and  state- 
ments frequently  made  by  her  father  to  her  were  that  in  1861,  as 
a  teamster,  he  hauled  the  furniture  and  personal  property  of 
President  Lincoln  to  the  White  House  when  he  arrived  to  be  inau- 
gurated as  President,  and  that  at  that  time  her  father,  having 
made  no  charge  to  the  President  for  services,  was  presented  by 
Mrs*  Lincoln  with  two  chairs  ■> nd  a  clock.     The  clock  was  in  the 
possession  of  her  father  and  herself  until  1925,  at  which  time 
it  was  given  by  her  to  her  friend,  Margaret  M.  For tie  of  Phila- 
delphia, in  whose  possession  she  believes  it  now  is.     The  clock 
is  a  standing  mantle  clock  with  a  s ;uare  base  and  an  oblong  top, 
having  an  opening  in  the  base  where  the  pendulum  cnn  'be  observed, 
and  the  dial  on  the  upper  part.    It  is  of  metal  with  pearl  and 
gold  inlay,  the  pearl  inlay  below  the  dial  forming  leaves  and 
.flowers.    Inside  of  the  clock  on  the  back  which  can  be  observed
